It will not directly 
involve IAS, but it is something we will be hearing more about in the 
future as it evolves. 


2. Mr. Kissinger is leaving Sunday morning for Paris. The current 
package of papers on the ceasefire includes a plan conducting reconnaissance 
after the ceasefire. One of the conditions prohibits overflights of North 
Vietnam. There will be a 12-mile limit for planes on coastal peripheral 
flights. 


3. NSC did meet, so Ambassador Smith did get some guidance con- 


cerning SALT II. The first session will be exploratory only, with no 
specific proposals to be presented by the U.S. amanmaerea well STATINTL 


prepared to talk about anything that may come up on compliance.
